On March. 26th, said Mr. Cogan,

In fact, the letfer 
had been published in full in the 
Kilkenny People on February 17th, a 
date nearer to the middle of the sow- 
ing season than the date on which the 
farmers’ paper wished to publish it. 

He said the Minister had carried on 
an attack on the Kilkenny People and 
suppressed a leading article in it en- 
titled “The Liberty of the Press.” 
That article had been submitted to 
the censor, who suggested the title 
should be altered to ‘‘The Liberty 
and Licence of the Press,” and also 
suggested that the editor should add 
a paragraph which was dictated over 
the telephone, The suggestions made to 
the editorof the Kilkenny People by the 
Censorship Department showed that the 
Minister was using his privileged posi- 
tion to enter the lists of journalism as 
a free-lance, having in his hands all 
the machinery to tie, and very effec- 
tively tie, the hands of his rivals. 
This. humble and law-abiding citizen. 
said Mr, Cogan, was induced to protest 
to the Chief Press Censor, Mr. i 
Knightly, and the deputy proceeded to 
read a long letter addressed by the 
editor to Mr. Knightly. Mr. Cogan 
said that the rights of the editor were 
being trampled on, and the steps taken 
against him went beyond anything that 
cculd be conceived as censorship.

BISHOP’S LETTER | 


Referring to the letter from the 
Bishop of Ossory, Mr. McGILLIGAN 
said that that letter was read in full 
in the-churches of the diocese.

Mr. Aiken added that he was 
still prepared to-meet anybody with a 
grievance; but he was not prepared to 
have his actions circumscribed by ‘any 
committee. In the running of the 
censorship. he said, many things had 
been suppressed which would have been 
to the advantage of the Fianna Fail 
Party, but were not to the advantage 
of the State. Anybody who agreed 
with the necessity of growing wheat 
would agree with the advisability of 
not stressing the passage in the 
bishop’s Pastoral which’ Deputy Cogan 
had referred to. 

“ We will not allow censorship to 
be criticised by newspapers, because 
if. we allow that, we may as well 
throw our hats at it. fe would 
have. no censorship. Having said 
that, we will have to stand by it.”

rt of the national organisation, and 
if it were to be criticised that should 
be done in a balanced way.

MOSCOW, Thursday. — Reuter’s 
Correspondent here states: ‘‘A big 
tank battle has been raging all night 
and ‘to-day on the Kursk front, 120 
miles north of Kharkov, according to 
the latest front-line despatches. The 
clash began twenty-four hours ago, 
when von Bock hurled in his panzers 
in a new bid to isolate Marshal Timv- 
shenko’s southern army from General 

ukov’s forces on the central front. 
Reinforcements have now reached the 
Red Army at Kursk, where the large- 
scale fighting has been whipped up to 
fever pitch. _ Marshal Timoshenko’s 
men, launching energetic ~ounter- 
attacks, have thrown the Germans out 
of the positions they occupied in 
several sectors: Heavy losses are 
forcing the German Command to fling 
their reserves into the battle. Von 
Bock is switching over his attacks 
swiftly from one sector to the other in 
an attempt to find a weak spot in the 
Soviet line.’’ ' 

“Later reports from the Kursk 
front say that Russian troops have 
repulsed « German attempt to cross a 
river. In two “actions about 170 
German tanks were knocked out by 
two Soviet units. -Soviet tanks, air- 
craft and infantry in a combined action 
dislodged the Germans from previously 
captured positions, and, racing on, the 
Russian troops drove in wedges and 
annihilated piecemeal one enemy group 
after the other. The Russians cap- 
tured one town or village, from which 
the enemy retreated in disorder, 
leaving wrecked tanks, guns and 
lorries on the battlefield.”” — 


IN SEBASTOPOL 


MOSCOW, Thursday. — ‘‘ German 
and Rumanian troops have broken into 
Sebastopol,’’ says a Soviet war repor- 
ter to-night, ‘‘and fierce fighting is 


now raging in the streets. The garri- 
son’s ight is serious.

Defending the 
entire 40-mile gap between the escarp- 
ment and the sea, the British have 
turned back all but one attack, This 
was a tank thrust, and it did succeed 
in forcing a temporary break, but the 
tanks were not. in the British rear 
long before mobile battle troops at- 
leid them and drove them back 
where they started. 

“Just north of the escarpment other 
British columns’ moved west of our 
picked positions and carried the fight 
to the enemy. The Allied Air Forces 
again did a shuttle service between 
their aerodromes and the German 
columns. All day long it was bomb-up, 
fly to the target, drop bombs, fly 
home, bomb-up and begin all over 
again. At times in this campaign the 
aerodromes have been so near the 
German armoured forces that ground 
crews can hear the sound of the burst- 
ing hombs.’’—(Reuter.) 


GERMAN ACCOUNT 


A German High Command spokes- 
man to-night repeated that German 
and Italian forces had broken through 
at EI Alamein, and said. according to 
the German radio:—‘‘ The battered 
British troops attempted to offer a last

FIGHTING AT SEBASTOPOL 


German Command is bringing in new 
reinforcements. One fierce attack fol- 
lows another. Our men have hardly the 
time to repulse one wave when the 
néxt is already on top of us.

GRAVE NEWS £XPECTED 


Replying to the debate, Mr. 
Churchill said: ‘‘ 1 have found it very 
dificult to concentrate my thoughts

from the tremendous and most critical 
battle now raging in Egypt. 

“ At any moment we may receive 
news of grave importance.” 

Mr. Churchill, at the outset, alluded 
to the unbridled freedom of British 
Parliamentary institutions—‘*‘ freedom 
which no other country would dare to 
use in times of mortal peril.” He said 
that the debate had been used to rake 
up everything to weaken confidence in 
the Government, and then recapitu- 
lated the events of the offensive eight 
months ago, in which the British 
Army took 40,000 prisoners and drove 
the Axis back 400 miles. 

“The military misfortunes of the 
last fortnight in Cyrenaica,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ completely transform the 
situation. We have lost upwards of 
50,000 men and. large quantities of 
stores. Rommel has advanced nearly 
400 miles through the desert and is 
a lag the fertile valley of the 
Nile. | 


TOBRUK 


The decision for the capitulation of 
Tobruk, with its 25,000 men, was 
taken. he said, to the best, of his know- 
ledge, by the commander of the 
fortress. 

“ The fall of Tobruk with its garri- 
son in a single day was utterly unex- 
ected by the House, the public, the 

ar Cabinet, and the Chiefs of Staff,” 
he added. “It was alsa unexpected 
by General Auchinleck and the High 
Command in the Middle Hast. On the 
night before its capture,| a telegram 
was received from General Auchinleck 
saying that he had allotted what he 
believed to be an adequate garrison, 
with defences in good order, and 90 
days’ supplies were available for the 
troops. BE 

**The question of whether Tobruk 
shouid be held or not is difficult and 
disputable. It is one of those ques- 
tions much more easy to |\decide after 
the event than before, and one which 
could only be decided with full know- 
ledge of approaching reinforcements. 

‘*The decision was made by General 
Auchinleck, but the War Cabinet and 
their professional advisers’ thoroughly 
NS with him beforehand, and, 
although in tactical matters the 
Commander-in-Chief in any theatre 
was supreme and his decision final, 
we considered that if he was wrong we 
were wrong, too, and I am very ready 
on behalf. of the Government to take 
my full share of responsibility.” 


AMERICAN VISIT 


In dealing with his American visit, 
Mr. Churchill critcised | ‘‘ distorted 
accounts ” cabled across the ocean of 
the feeling in Britain and in the House 
of Commons, and alleged that “ pas 
echoes from the smoking room” an 
‘talks in Fleet street’’ were worked 
up into serious articles representin 
that the whole basis of Britis 
political life was shaken or tottering. 
‘That these rumours’ did not 
prejudice the work I had to do,” he 
added, “was du solely to the fact 
that #@r American friends are not 
fair-weather* friends.”’ 

He said that he could go no further 
than the public statement about his 
talks with Mr. Roosevelt, ‘because 
‘‘our conversations were concerned 
almost entirely with nothing but the 
movement of ships, guns, troops, air- 
craft; and the measures to be taken 
to combat losses at sea, and the re- 
placement—and more than replacement 
—of sunken tonnage.”’ 

Turning again to the Mediterranean 


and the Western Desert. Mr. Churchill 


explained how the tremendous attack 
on Malta by more than 600 Axis air- 
craft, and the efforts made to reinforce 
and protect the island by ‘‘a constant 
stream of Spitfires’’ had made it prac- 
tically impossible to do much to impede 
the reinforcements that were being sent 
to Tripoli and Benghazi. ; 

“ Remember,” he added, “it takes 
four months to send a weapon round 
the Cape, and perhaps a week, or even 
less, across the Mediterranean—pro- 
vided it gets across.” 


REVIEW OF FORCES 


In reviewing the rival forces and 
dispositions before the latest hattle of 


Libya, Mr. Churchill made these 
ints: 
When the battle opened we had 


100,000 men and the enemy 70,000. of 
whom 50,000 were Germans. We had 
superiority in tanks of perhaps 7 to 5,

The overwhelming defeat of the 
“No Confidence’’ motion has de- 
lighted the Government and its sup- 
orters, says the Press Association 
obby Correspondent.

LOST HER EYE 
WOMAN'S CLAIM FAILS 


The Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Murnaghan, 
Mr. Justice Meredi i, Mr. Justice 
Geoghegan, and Mr Justice O’Byrne gave 
judgment in the Supreme Court yesterday 
in a case stated by Mr. Justice Black on an 
appeal that had come before him in Cork. 
Mrs. Norah McCarthy. Glanmire, whose 
husband had land adjoining ‘Timothy 
Roche’s, had her eye so badly damaged that 
it had to be removed after injury caused by 
portion of a thorn bush, carried on the 
head «’ a trespassing pig. striking her 
face. «nd the Circuit Court gave her a 
decree for £300 against Mr. Roche in her 
action for damages for negligence. 

The Supreme Court decided that the 
action, which was laid in trespass, could not 
be supported. as Mrs. McCarthy was. not 
the owner of the land on which the trespass 
was alleged to have taken place; and that, 
in so far as it was a claim based on 
negligence. no cause had been proved 
against Mr. Roche. who wae allowed the 
costs of the case stated and the arguments 
on it, 


LUNATIC’S KEEP 


Giving judgment ir. an appeal, and-in a 
cross-appeal, in an action of the Waterford 
Mental Hospital Management Committee 
against the Ministers for Finance and 
Justice, the Chief Justice. Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, Mr. Justice Geoghegan and 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne, in the Supreme Court, 
vesterday, set aside the judgment of the 
High Court. which held that the action was 
premature. The Committee had claimed a de. 
claration that a person confined in Waterford 
Mental Hospital had from April 1, 1902, 
been a criminal jonatic; that all detention 
expenses till October 15, 1933. were defray- 
able out of money payable bv the 
Oireachtas, and for payment of £1,307. 

The Supreme Court -lismissed the action. 
and allowed the costs of the action and of 
the appeal to the Ministers. 


YACHTING 


Sailing at the top of her form. Phyllis 
(W. FR. MeFerran) scored a slashing win 
in the second tie for the Peake Memorial 
Trophy, held under the flag of the Wag 
Club.

LOUGH ERNE. DRAINAGE 


Arguments were continued, before Mr. 
Justice Black, in the Court yesterday. 
in the action of Leitrim Council against 
the Balliinamore and Ballyconnel! Naviga- 
tion Trustees, regarding the qualification of 
specified defendants to act as such. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., for Fermanagh Co. 
Council, said that if the contention of the 
Leitrim Council were correct. that the 
trustees ceased to be a legal entity on the 
passing of the Constitution of Saorstat 
Eireann of 1922, or on the enactment of 
the Eire Constitution in 1937. then, appar- 
ently, it would have the effect that all four 
Connty Councils would get rid of their 
liability to contribute towards the mainten- 
ance expenses of the navigation. He knew 
nothing in our law that prevented a citizen 
of Eire being a trustee of lands for several 
persons, some of whom were not citizens 
and did not reside in Eire. even thougi 
some of the lands were outside Eire.

BANK WINS APPEAL 


The “orem Court gave judgment yes- 
terday, owing, with costs, an appeal of 
the Ulster Bank from a judgment of the 
High Court, which had held that land of 
Hugh Reilly—a bankrupt im England. but 
not in Ireland—at Aughavore, Co. Leitrim.
